Washington have prompted that 
agency to begin an inquiry into 
Litton’s

pearances, travel expenditures 
and business records, including 
the records of his Dialogue with 
Litton 
programs 
that 
are 
broadcast monthly on television 
and radio stations. 
At issue is whether Litton’s 
activities make him subject to 
provisions 
of 
the 
Federal 
Campaign Practices Act of 1971 
and its 1974 amendments. The 
law sets a $270,000 spending 
limit in primary elections for 
candidates to a national office. 
Hearnes, an official candidate 
for the Democratic nomination 
in the 1976 primary, claims 
Litton, regardless of whether he 
has filed for the office, is in fact 
a candidate and thus is subject 
to the provisions of the federal 
act and the Missouri Campaign 
Practices Act that went into 
effect Jan. 1,1975. 
The former Missouri governor 
also 
has 
asked 
radio 
and 
television stations in Missouri 
that 
air Litton's Dialogue 
programs to provide him with 
equal time, commensurate with 
the time the Dialogue programs 
have received since the Missouri 
law went into effect. 
Litton denied he is an official 
candidate for the Senate but he 
said Sunday in Kansas City that 
he has directed a series of 
questions to the FEC, hoping to 
learn when his candidacy ac­ 
tually 
begins 
under 
federal 
guidelines. 
A spokesman for the FEC, 
David Fisk, said Monday that 
the commission is investigating 
all aspects of Litton's records, 
including his travel expenses, 
speaking appearances and the 
television and radio programs. 
“ ( We are checking) all the 
activities 
that 
gave rise to 
people questioning whether he is 
a federal candidate,” Fisk said. 
‘‘The commission will consider 
the details and resolve the 
matter. 
“It is the kind of thing that, 
particularly in the early days of 
a campaign, can be as much a 
policy question as a compliance 
question.” 
Litton requested that the file 
kept by the FEC on his case be 
made public. Fisk said, and the 
Chillicothe, Mo. legislator has 
maintained in his correspon­ 
dence with the FEC that his 
actions—public 
appearances, 
speeches, television and radio 
programs—were not undertaken 
in seeking federal office and that 
as soon as he does become a 


candidate for the Senate he will 
comply with the law. 
“The

determinations to make,” Fisk 
said, “and those determinations 
have to do with how the com­ 
mission views the definition of a

Fisk said that in determining 
the answer to the Litton can­ 
didacy problem, the FEC will 
have to answer a basic question 
of interpretation of the new 
federal campaign financing law.

“Many different 
factual cir­ 
cumstances will require many 
different policy statements. We 
hope to do them all in a timely 
fashion and a concise way so to 
give people the answers by the 
time the elections are in full 
swing next year.”

Moscow’s, not Pekings’s. 
There is the Revolutionary 
Union (RU) agit-prop of Crab 
Orchard, W. Va. He is Robert 
Stephen Tanner, who once was 
almost strung up by angry anti­ 
communist 
miners. 
He 
has 
many counterparts in many 
industries, though semi-skilled 
intellectual 
cynics 
disbelieve 
until scores of thousands of men 
go wildcat in a critical industry 
and a defecting deviationist tells 
authorities the RU people want 
to crack America’s economy as 
do the British Maoist coal- 
digging unionists. 
So take the trail aw inding with 
Robert Stephen Tanner - good 
early education in St. Thomas 
Grade School, Palo Alto, Calif. 
Good high school (Bellarmine) 
in San Jose, Calif. And then in 
1966 a degree in government and 
English at the Univerity of 
Michigan, Ann Arbor. 
All this led to his seeking 
unskilled 
work. 
That's 
the 
reaching of Comrade Bergman 
(who did his stint in Peking) and 
Prof. 
Franklin, 
formerly 
of 
Stanford and the Red Guards. 
After three manual jobs, each 
more proletarian than the other, 
each giving the 28-year-old Bob 
Tanner a deeper working class 
background, he applied in 1973 
for a coal pit job in U.S. Steel 
Corp’s Gary mine 50:

The U. S. Supreme Court, in 
upholding the constitutionality 
of the Hatch Act two years ago, 
said Congress had concluded 
when it passed the original “that 
the rapidly expanding Gover­ 
nment work force should not be 
employed to build a powerful, 
invincible and perhaps corrupt 
political machine. 
“The experience of the 1936 
and 1938 campaingns convinced 
Congress that these dangers 
were 
sufficiently 
real

substantial barriers should be 
raised against the party in 
power - or the party out of 
power, for that matter - using 
the thousands or hundreds of 
thousands of federal employes, 
paid for at public expense, to 
man its political structure and 
political campaigns. 


“A related concern, and this 
remains as important as any 
other, was to further serve the

advancement in the Govern­ 
ment service not depend on 
political performance, and at 
the same time to make sure that 
Government employes would be 
free from pressure and from 
express or tacit invitation to

"Revolution.” Disappears from 
the Big Apple in December 1974. 
Then, like Tanner, he pops up in 
the coal fields. Suddenly he’s 
working for the Eastern com­ 
pany. Though at the mines for a 
few months, he too bellows for 
“the right to strike.” 
At his side is a tough, educated 
politico, Bruce Miller. He ad­ 
mits to nothing but fighting for 
the “right to strike.” 
Court injunctions are issued 
against the illegal month-long 
walkout as it sucks in some 
75,000 to 80,000 soft-coal miners. 
Railroad workers and some 
steel hands are being laid off for 
lack of special coal right on the 
spot and for lack of tonnage. 
Delano and Miller are hauled 
into court. 
Federal 
judge Hall of the 
Charleston, W. Va., U.S. district 
court says, “I don’t want to keep 
you in jail, but for the safety of 
the coal industry and the miners 
themselves, you have to either 
be placed in prison or- quit Vvhat 
you’re doing.” 
Judge Hall fined them $500 
each and sentenced them to 179 
days for civil contempt. 
Later they go free. The strike 
has whimpered to a halt. The 
agit-props melt into the soft-coal 
background. 
Slowly,

National Football League players, overwhelmingly 
rejecting management’s latest contract offer, now have 
three options: they can return to the bargaining table, 
continue to play without a contract or strike for the third 
time in 14 months. 
Each of the possibilities, however, presents a danger. 
If they return to the bargaining table, it is reliably 
reported that the owners would come back with a less 
inviting offer than the one now before the players. 
If they continue playing without a contract, there is 
danger of a further split among the players and clubs, 
with the possibility of the pension plan going broke. 
And if they strike again, they will further alienate the 
fans who voiced their disagreement at the previous 
walkouts and they’ll lose l-14th of their salaries for each 
missed game. 
Despite these obvious dangers, the players’ dis­ 
satisfaction with management’s offer is mounting 
rapidly. 


Of the league’s 26 teams, 16 have voted to reject the 
new contract, only one has voted to accept it and the 
other nine have either not voted or not announced their 
votes. 
Through Thursday night, the total vote count against 
the offer was 470-75. Fourteen teams voted for rejection 
Thursday. 
They included New England, 47-0; San Francisco, 
Washington, Oakland, Kansas City and New Orleans, 
each 43-0; Chicago, 41-0; Miami, 30-5; Cleveland, 30-11; 
Philadelphia, 24-18, and Detroit, 27-15. 
Green Bay. Atlanta and St. Louis also voted against it, 
but did not reveal their exact vote counts. 
Previously, Buffalo and Houston each had voted 43-0 to 
reject the offer.

Before a county can adopt 
planning and zoning the citizens 
must vote on the m atter. Only 
after voters approve planning 
and zoning in either a special or 
general election called by the 
county court does it go into ef­ 
fect. 
Upon approval by the voters, 
the county 
court creates a 
county 
planning 
commission 
consisting of one of the judges of 
the county court, the county 
highway 
engineer 
and 
one 
landow ner 
from 
th e 
unin­ 
corporated part of each town­ 
ship. 


The 
planning 
commission 
adopts 
its 
own 
ru le s 
of 
procedure, 
although the law 
does require that they keep 
public records of resolutions, 
tran sactio n s, 
finding 
and 
recommendations. 
The commission will prepare 
a m aster plan for all unin­ 
corporated areas of the county, 
which 
m ay 
include 
recom­ 
mendations 
relating 
to 
the 
location, number and extent of 
highways, 
railroads, 
bridges, 
public buildings, schools, parks, 
wildlife refuges, forests, dams 
and 
projects 
affecting 
con­ 
servation of natural resources. 


The plan is presented to the 
county court who accepts it with 
or without modifications after a 
public hearing in which citizen 
viewpoints can be presented. 
Once adopted, the plan cannot 
be changed 
without another 
public hearing. 
A county also has the option of 
adopting 
only 
zoning. 
If a 
planning commission exists, the 
county court must ask it for 
recommendations, 
otherwise 
the county court is authorized to 
zone the county. 


If 
a 
planning 
commission 
exists, a 
zoning commission 
composed of the sam e persons 
must be appointed by the county 
court. A fter a zoning plan is 
adopted, the county court must 
then appoint an enforcement 
officer. 
Non-farm buildings cannot be 
constructed or altered without 
first obtaining a permit from the 
enforcement 
officer 
and 
a 
permit m ust be secured before 
land can be used for a purpose 
other than that designated in the 
county zoning plan. 
After planning and zoning is 
adopted by 
county, it m ay be 
term inated if a m ajority of 
voters decide to do so. A petition 
composed of five per cent of the 
votes cast in the last election for 
governor asking for an election 
must be subm itted to the county 
court, who will place the issue on 
the ballot. 
The county court Thursday 
made no decision and took no 
action in the matter.
